NON-ENGLISH INFORMATION 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

1. German Patent Application No. 33 41 855 published June 13, 1985 discloses: 
The invention relates to a hinge for doors of motor- vehicle boot superstructures, 
containers or the like, with a gudgeon part to be fastened at a fixed location and a 
hinge-sleeve part located on the wing, with a hinge pin connecting the two parts, 
and with an additional positive engagement of the two parts with one another in 
the door-closing position, and proposes, to achieve a stable constructional shape 
in particular, that there be provided, at least on one inner face of the strap having 
the gudgeon, an inwardly directed projection which extends parallel to the hinge 
pin and behind which engages a hook of the hinge-sleeve part. 

2. German Patent Application No. 32 45 205 published July21, 1983 discloses: 
Hinge for doors of vehicle-boot superstructures, containers and the like, having a 
hinge base and a hinge leaf as well as a revenue seal, the revenue seal consisting 
of at least one axial cylindrical retaining part on the hinge base and of at least one 
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retaining shell located on the hinge leaf and engaging under the retaining part 
when the door is closed.
